Call Forth Sympathies 



So writes a Salvation Army Officer to Commis- 
sioner Lamb, and the pathetic plea should call 
Jortli the deepest^ sympathies of the entire Army . 
on behalf of India's suffering millions and lead .to . 
a generous response to the Self- Denial Fund. .We 
have already indicated the seriousness and extent 
of the famine prevailing' in India, and, further 
reports received from International Headquarters 
ihrow fresh Hght on the situation and show that 
conditions arc becoming more and more grave. 

The Bishop of Uombay, in addressing a public 
meeting in Bombay, said: "II is not a famine like 
others which have passed over tills country: it is 
aggravated by pestilence. Let your hearts go out 
to these poor people; In another way also it is 
an exceptional famine. There is not only. a fam- 
ine of grain and a famine of water, but (here is a 
famine of clothes, and of many other necessities 
oi life:" 

Much of tlie distress, is accentuated by the 
dciiililatiiig effects -of JLhc recent severe influenza 
epidemic, when, it is estimated, tli.it five millions 
oi people perished in British India alone. This 
will mean that millions more who have recovered 
from i he "flu" are but in poor condition to resist 
Ibe ra races at hunger. - 

In view of the drought, Lhc wheat area is," 
according to Government reports;, from twenty 
to ihirty per cent, below that of List year in the 
m<?st important tracls— .vbicb, of course, will 
nie.'m hij*h prices even after the nest harvest. 

Urifjadier Mullihh writes to nay that in 1835, 
lhc year, of the last severe famine, the cost of 
fofiff was one rujiec'for twenty pounds. At pre- 
fciii in ibis district - only six pounds cm be 
oLi'.^ncd for a rupee.

IlAvill be understood, of course, that the popu- 
lation left in the villages consists of the old, 
ffreblc, and diseased, who are particularly in need 
of our help. The Brigadier also says that cattle. 
which, cost from sixty to eighty rupees a few 
months ago, arc being sold for three and four 
rupees each, as the people cannof afford to buy 
ladder for them. 

■ Colonel Hira Singh (Hoc) writes from the 
Punjab: "Wc are passing through a mast trying 
time, with prices at famine rates. The pressure 

.on all sidca has been, and is, most Severe." 

From Brigadier Anand Sjngh (Tuley), Madras, 
wc learn: "Prices of foodstuffs have risen with 
ibis loss of crops, and this has roused the pas- 
sions of the people. The cost of clothing has 
doubled, and in some places, trchlcd. The most 
serious situation will have to he faced, and help 
on a large scale will have to be given to many of 
our people." 

In Receipt of Relief 

We understand from Government sources that 
there arc now actually a quarter of ,i million 
people cither in receipt of Government relief or 
un. famine test wOrk.- 

Licut.-Coloncl Hahvant {Spooner) writes as 
follows from Gujerat: "I regret to say that the 
condition of the people and lhc cattle grows 
worse, -and I fear must continue to do so. At any 
rate, it must be so with cattle in consequence o'f 
scarcity of fodder in any pan of India. The Gov- 
ernment and Famine Committee have obtained 
all possible fodder and are striving to save work- 
ing cattle, but young and milch cattle are dying 
by thousands. The ?it nation in regard to Iiuiuan^ 
is, if anything, a little better for the present, in 
consequence of the importation of grain result- 
ing in the reduction of priced Bui for lhc pur- 
chase of this, the poor people's savings will soon 
lie exliniisicd, and then will conic suffering un :\ 
larKB scale. 

"i he people suffering tho most at present are: 
r. The very small fanners, who have nothing 
else to depend upon; 

2. The farm labourers; 

3. The village sweepers, 
"All three of these depend upon what they can 

jrrow or arv paid Jit Jiittd. and consequently in 
times of scarcity and famine ;ite the first to suf- 
fer, and tlrcy surfer most throughout. The plight 
of the sweepers is beginning to ge| most terrible. 
So much so, that one of my Divisional Officers, 



seeking information for mo the other day, Found 
two lamiliea trying to exist on boiled hedged 
leaves! 

"I have urged a village sanitation scheme for 
their employment and support and the Guvcrn- 
incnt Collector of one of the large Districts in 
Gujerat has taken the matter up and is employ- 
ing sweepers in every village in his District out 
of famine relief monies." 

Utilize Unskilled Labour 

Experience has proved that the indiscriminate 
banding out of doles is disastrous to the highest 
interests of the Dependency, and Commissioner; 
Booth-Tucker has again and again hrought to 
the notice of the Government of India schemes 
for the utilization of the labour of the unskilled. 

In lhc present crisis .i scheme for the cleans- 
ing of Indinii villagesha5 been proposed. 

J Ins scheme has aroused considerable interest 
among men experienced in Indian native life, be- 
cause it is Ac firm conviction of such that to 
support able-bodied men by famine doles is to 
rob them of any self-respect they may possess, 
and to make them into paupers. Jt is felt thai it 
is better to employ ihein. and pay them a living- 
wage from Relief Funds, even though their 
labour be un remunerative. The scl-tnic, in 
addition, will being tibu.it improved saniiurv con- 
ditions which will lessen tho possibility o£ 
epidemics and make for the better genera] health.

SOUTH AFRICA 



The English command comprises 
Wenty-threc '.Divisions with 952 
Corps and Outposts. The Officers 
and cmplm-cc* ntjmher 2,566; the 
Senior Local Officers, 19.44S; the 
jYoung People's Local Officers, 15,- 
$37; ami the Bandsmen, I3.a26. 

Ireland and' Wales were made 
Sub-Territories in 1918. They have 
33 -and 91 Corps respectively. 

Mrs. General Booth is the British 
Commissioner, 

SCOTLAND 

The Army's work was commenced 
in.HiLiiihiirEh.in-iHffl. It steadily 
increased until now there arc 131 
,Corpn .Hid Societies. It was created 
a new Territory in ]°17 with "Acting- 
Commissioner Hoggard as the Ter- 
ritorial Commander. - ■ 

UNITED STATES 

This Territory, under Command- 
jer Eva FSoolh. comprises the whole 
of the Slates in the- Union, includ- 
ing the Hawaiian Islands, but for 
the purposes of efficient oversight is 
■divided into two departments— 
Eastern and Western. Commission- 
er Hslill is tiic Territorial Com- 
mander tor the West. There are 
972 corps and Outposts and 3,708 
Officers and employees. The Social 
'Institutions number 381. 

CANADA EAST 

This command comprises the 
Kewfoiindland Province and seven 
Divisions. There are 147 Corps and 
Outposts and %7 Officers and em- 
ployees The Local Officers num- 
ber SJftZ Commissioner Richards 
is the Territorial Commander. 
CANADA WEST 

There are 128 Corps and Outposts 
in tliis command and the Officers 
ami employees number 322. Com- 
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- missioner Sowtou is the Territorial 
.Commander. A good work is in 

progress among the Indians of 
' British Columbia and Alaska. 
JAPAN 
This Territory comprises the Is- 
lands of the Empire and the Lino 
Tung Peninsula. Operations were 
begun in 1895. An interesting Fea- 
ture of the work is the raising of 
Japanese Officers.- All the Division- 
al, Sectional, Corps and Social Offi- 
cers are Japanese, The Salvation 
.: Army is held in high eSICCm by the 

- Government authorities. There are 
, 106 Corps and Outposts and 317 

Officers and employees. Actiug- 
Commisfiioner Dc Groot is the Ter- 
ritorial Commander. 

WEST INDIES 

This Territory is a very scattered 
one consisting of the Islands of the 
West Indies, the Colonics of Brit- 
ish Guiana and British Honduras 
and the Republics of Panama and 
Costa Rica. During 1913 the work 
was extended to Spanish Honduras, 
Cuha and the Virgin Islands. There 
is a good work in- progress among 
the East Indian .labourers employed 
on the Demerara sugar plantations 
and the Chinese in Georgetown, 
British Guiana. The number of 
Corps and Outposts is 122. Colonel 
Bollard is the Territorial Com- 
mander. 

SWUDUN 

Our work is regarded with feel- 
ings of genuine sympathy by all 
ehisscs in this country, from the 
King and Queen to the humblest 
subject. A imiuhcr of Officers arc 
set apart for missionary work 
am'or.g the wandering Lapps. Deaf 
and dumb Corps are also in oper- 
ation in which the Officers conduct 
their meetings by means of the 
maoual alphabet. There are 906 
Corps - and Outposts, 1,213 Officers 
and employees and 66 Social Insti- 
tutions. Commissioner Ogrim is 
the Territorial Commander. 

INDIA AND CEYLON 

The Army's work cnmmcnccd 
here in 1832. There are now 280 
European Missionary Officers, 2,950 
Indian Officers, Teachers and em- 
ployees and 5,463 Envoys and Local 
Officers, 

The purely Missionary work com- 
prises 3,391 Corps and Outposts. 
The number of Soldiers and adher- 
ents has more than doubled in the 
" last six years. / 

-Xtts great country, for Army pur- 
poses, is divided into nine Territor- 
ies, all under the command of Com- 
missioner Booth Tucker. Thctotal 
. number of Training. Educational, 
Industrial and Agricultural Institu- 
tions is 663 and the number ot per- 
sons cared for in these is 27,723. Our 
inedieal worl: includes Hospitals 
and Dispensaries. 

BURMA 

The work of the Army in this 
Country is at present limited to the 
city of Rangoon, where WC have a 
Corps, a Woman's Industrial Home, 



AUSTRALIA 

Planted in the city of Adelaide in 
1881 the Army flag has been carried 
steadily forward, until to-day there 
arc but few parts of the great Is- 
land Continent where the Organ- 
ization is not known and respected. 
Official recognition of the Army is 
full and generous in all the Slates 
of the Commonwealth, and authori- 
ties avail themselves largely of the 
Army's assistance in dealing with 
various social problems. An inter- 
esting feature of the many sided 
work under Commissioner Hay f s di- 
rection is the People's Palace or 
Hotel. These Institutions arc now 
established in the principal centres 
of population. The Corps and Out- 
posts number 1,271, and there are 
1,974 Officers and employees. 
NEW ZEALAND 

The activities of the Army in this 
country have so deeply impressed 
the public that in proportion to the 
population New Zealand makes the 
highest eontrihution io the Sclf- 
Dcnial Fund in the world. The So- 
cial work embraces a wide field of 
effort and includes unique features. 
For instance, for thc^trcatment of 
loebriates two island Colonics have 
been established near Auckland. 
There are 267 Corps and Outposts 
and 557 Officers and employees. 
Commissioner Hodder is the Tu- 
ritorial Commander. 

NORWAY 

Salvation Army operations were 
commenced in 1888. The Corps' 
work is now firmly established in 
every city, and a great number of 
smaller centres in the country. The 
Outpost work done by the Corps 
Officers has its special significance 
for the spread of Salvation, since a 
large proportion of the population 
is outside of the cities. Good work 
Is done by means of the Salvation 
Life boat "Catherine Booth." In 
one year she drew to land 140 fisli- 
ine; honts which were in danger, 
thus rescuing 391 men. Colonel 
Polvsen is the Territorial Com- 
mander, ' 

SOUTH AMERICA 

This command consists of ihe-Rc- 
publics of Argentina, Uruguay, 
Chile, Peru, and Paraguay. -Apart 
from the native born population the 
inhabitants of South America are 
largclv composed of immigrants 
from the Latin countries of Europe. 
The Army began work here In 1889 
and has successfully overcome many 
difficulties, until to-day it is .firmly 
established. There are 51 Corps 
and Onl posts, 201 Officers and em- 
ployees and 51 Social Institutions. 
The Territorial Commander Li Col- 
onel Palmer. 

CHINA 

The Army's work is now well es-' 
tablishcd in North China in the two 
important Provinces of Chihli and 
Shantung. Many of our Officers

reverted to the remarkable history 
of the Company and I was remind- 
ed of the great part it has played in 
opening up the Dominion particu- 
larly the "Far North." 

Friendly Indians 

The Adjutant seemed to be on 
familiar terms with these Indiins, 
for he addressed them hy their 
. Christian names, and requested one, 
who resided at Glen Vowell, and 
who was returning to the village 
that night, to take my grip with him 
on his sleigh; this, Henry, for such 
was his name, gladly consented to 
do. ■ 

We travelled in a single seated 
cutter drawn hy a game littte bay 
marc which answered to the name 
of "Uaby." Running sometimes 
along side the culler and at others 
away on ahead, was the Adjutant's 
collie dog "Scott," a most intelli- 
gent -and affectionate animal. 

During Adjutant Jackson's five 
years on the Skccna he has been 
over the road from Hacelton to 
Glen Vowell many times, although 
frequently, particularly in the win- 
ter season, he has not been able to 
get Out for weeks* at a time. 

Personally, 1 was very glad the 
Adjutant was so familiar with the 
road, for to one so uninitiated, its 
many twists and turns, and sudden 



beauty, grandeur, and intense soli- 
tude or the country filled me with 
awe and 1 found my thoughts un- 
consciously turning God ward. 

Wc had not proceeded more than 
half way on our journey, when, in 
spite of my extra overcoat, the in- 
tense cold began to make itself felt, 
(tie piercing North wind being large- 
ly responsible for this. These some- 
what frigid conditions were not very 
conducive to conversation, never- 
theless f obtained some intensely in- 
teresting information regarding the 
Adjutant's work and was also able 
to impart to him en route the news 
from the East and around "the 
Hub." 

A Nairow Path 

The road which we traversed led 
down tp the valley d! the 5kccna 
and was only wide enough for one 
team. Should another be met, as 
was the case with us, it is passed 
only with considerable 'difficulty for 
it becomes necessary for one or the 
other to pull close into the side of 
the mountain and even then the 
teams quite frequently collide. 

Wc met with no mishaps of this 
character, however, and at last sped 
down the steep bank of the Skecna 
on to' its frozen surface. It should 
be mentioned here that the ice is 
only safe in certain parts. -A trail is 



made by the Indians, and it is' ex- 
tremely dangerous to divert from. - 
Ity for some sections arc not many 

' feet from' the foaimng.rivcr, and it is 
.quite an easy thing to get on to thin 
ice. Adjutant Jackson himself had 
such an experience one night. He 

. -was driving home accompanied by 
one of his daughters, wlien the horse 
suddenly plunged through, but, al- 
most by a miracle, managed to 
scramble out, 

A Cold Ride 

As soon as we reached the ice wc 
received (he full benefit of the wiodi 
for at this particular point the 
course of the river was North and 
South, and it was nut long before 
1 decided to get out and run by the 
side of the sleigh in order to keep 

The day was rapidly drawing to a 
close as w£ nca red our destination, 
and the houses of the Indian village 
situated in regular formation on the 
steep Western hank* of the river 
were scarcely discernible in the 
gathering darkness. 

The question of how wc, and the 
horse and culler were going to 
reach the top begim iu puzzle inc,; 
but the Adjutant without stopping- 
drnvc for the hank, and "Baby" 
scrambled up the almost perpeiidic- 
olnr and slippery apology for a path- 
way, in a most remarkable manner. 

Through the Village 

On reaching the road through the 
village it seemed to me to he abso- 
lutely deserted but for the iiumcr. 
ous Indian dogs that howled dis- 
mally, t was informed that the na- 
tives were observing us, although 
we saw no sign of them. 

While "Bahy" was being made. 
comfortahlc for the night I made my 
way to what is known by the Indi- . 
ans as "the Mission House," that 
is, the quarters of Adjutant and Mrs. 
Jaekson. Tt is a "small unpreten- 
tious house of limited accortimoda- 
. Lion, situated about the centre of the 
village, and faces East overlooking 
the Skecna, 

In response to my knock the door 
was promptly opened hy Mrs. Ad-^ 
jutant Jackson from whom I re- 
ceived a. most courteous welcome. I : 
was then introduced to her daugh-.. 
ter' Elsie, who, for the past few 
year* h.ii been teacher at the Indian' : 
School which is adjacent to the. 
Quarters. |- 

Thc front door gave immediate- 
access to the living room, the light, : ; 
warmth and cheery aspect of which; : 
was very* acceptable indeed after the '._ 
long cold drive. ;•: 

Gathered Information 

The Adjutant soon appeared and"; 
wc sat down to supper to which, I :|;

ftn Interesting Letter Prom Mrs. 
Adjutant Tyndall 

" Writing from India, Mrs. Adju- 
tant Tyndall gives an interesting ac- 
count ol the voyage thither. It will 
be remembered that the conditions 
of travel at the time she and the 
Adjutant left, made it necessary for 
iheni to go via Japan, Hong Kong 
and Singapore. Concerning the Few 
days tbey spent in the first-named 
country Mrs. Tyndall says: 
■ LietltC nant-Colonel Beaumont 

took us home and made us very 
comfy. Each day Adjutant had lo 
go down and sec if. there was any 
chance of a boat, but each day came 
back with the same old story, "All 
fall I" We had a very jolty Christ- 
mas and Santa did not forget us. 
Snow was on the ground and it was 
bitter cold. 

. The people and the country are 
moat picturesque, and the land very 
well cultivated with rice and vege- 
tables. They eat fish of. all kinds, 
raw and cooked. I had a real Jap 
meal and ate with chop sticks; it 
is quite a job I assure you. The 
temples are very interesting, though 
sad. It was pathetic to see poor 
women and children touching the 
goddess of health, trying to get re- 
stored in that way. I should think 
many would go away with more 
disease than they had, for they all 
touched the image, and all had some 
sickness. The streets were very 

Srettily decorated for Christmas and 
ewYear. 

At East they got away on a Jap- 
anese ship, and concerning the re- 
mainder of the journey Mrs. Tyn- 
dall writes: 

"We called at Shanghai, which is 
a very fine city, and at Hong Kong 
changed to an English ship. At 
Singapore we had to tranship again. 
From here we had a very nice trip 
on a Briti=h-Tndia boat which only 
carried twenty European passen- 
■ ger&i There were, however, 1,300 
Indians crowded all over the Third 
Class decks. It was awful to see 
ibe poor things; they had not even 
room to stretch their legs at night. 
They were returning from the Ma- 
Jay Straits, where they had been 
working on the rubber plantations 
for three years. Two o£ them went 
mad on the way." 

Our Comrades have been appoint- 
ed in charge of the Tata Silk Farm, 
an important Institution which is. 
. playing a large part in assisting in 
the industrial education of the poor- 
er natives.

"to Open a New Chttrch at 
- KillcolJth— An Impressive 
' * ' Ceremony 

In an interesting report to Bri- 
gadier McLean on the progress of 
Salvation Army work in Port Simp- 
son, B.C., Envoy McKay says: 

"I. received a letter on March 14th 
from the Church Army Officers and 
all tlie Chiefe ot Kineolith, Nass ' 
River, asking us to assist them in 
opening their new Church Army 
Hall which they erected a few weeks 
ago. I called alt the members of the 
Corps lo juy house to discuss the 
matter and we decided to accept 
the inviLation. 

"We left Port Simpson next day 
in company with the Epvrorth 
League and the Christian Band 
workers in three boats which were 
towed by a big pis tug from Metla- 
katla, Alaska. We arrived safely at 
Kineolith at 7.30 p.m., but we could 
not land right away on account of 
the low tide. We had to go a little 
further down toward (he wharf in 
order to get a quick landing. The 
Chief of Police came to meet us and 
informed us that every thing'-was all 
ready, and that the dinner was at! 
set, waiting for ns. After the meal 
we were told that there was a pray- 
er meeting at the Big Church — the 
Church of England. 

"On Sunday morning three gas 
boats from up river arrived safely, 
. so at 3 p.m. we all gathered at the 
Big Church. The order came to our 
String and Brass Band of the Sal- 
vation Army of Port Simpson to 
play the march music. They played 
the chorus entitled, *0 Praise Ye the 
Lord.' When the marching was 
over we all stood in front of the 



new Church. Army Hall as the order . 
was given Lo us. Two C£i££rs were 
called from each group, including 
Envoy Tait and myself. There were 
twelve Officers who stood outside 
the- door of the Hall waiting for the. 
order. When it came the Captain 
of the Metlakatla Church Army 
knocked at the door three times.
